Under the procedure adopted by 
the peace congress the reply of the 
Germans to the various clauses of 
the treaty consisting mainly of 
counter proposals seeking to lessen 
the severity of allied terms, will be

Germany is ready to be tightened 
agnin. A plan of the allies to have 
Switzerland, in the event of a re- 
fusal by Germany to sign, enforce 
a more severe blockade against 
Germany, if necessary, is reported 
to have failed, Switzerland claiming 
this would infringe Swiss neutral- 
ity. 

The Vatican Represented. 

The vatican is represented official- 
ly at Paris for the first time since 
the peace conference began work, 
Monsignor Cerretti, papal under- 
secretary of state, being in the city to 
discuss with entente chiefs the status 
of Catholic missions in lands affect- 
ed by the deliberations of the con- 
ference. It is improbable, it is said, 
that he will be officially received by 
the conference, because of the 
clause of the treaty of London, be- 
tween Great Britain, France and 
Italy, which barred the vatican from 
participation in discussions regard- 
ing questions connected with the 
war.

The speaker touched not only upon 
the great needs for homes in Atlan- 
ta, but spoke also of the demand 
for apartment houses, office build- 
ings and warehouses, and he urged 
upon the real estate men the im- 
nortance of getting busy to relieve 
the needs for the above accommoda- 
tions. 

“Another big office building,” 
said he, “would be fully rented, I 
believe, before it could be erected,” 
and gave instances he had heard 
that showed a present demand for 
more than 300 offices at once. He 
also stated that several cotton con- 
cerns had left the city because of 
a lack of facilities for storage, and 
dwelt at length upon the demand for 
apartment houses and residences.

Austin, Texas, May 29.—Governor 
W. P. Hobby, of Texas, late today 
sent a telegram to the state depart- 
ment at Washington asserting that 
unless measures to protect Ameri- 
cans on the border and in Mexico, 
“which seem ample and sufficient 
to me,” are taken, approval of the 
passage of Mexican troops through 
Texas will be withheld. Earlier in 
the day the governor said he had 
not received assurances that protec- 
tion would be given Americans. 


$82,000,000 GOING

Baker Wants Army of 509,000, 

Secretary Baker renewed his rec- 
ommendation that provision be made 
for the maintenance of an army of 
509,000 men during the next year. 
He said it would be 
this time to determine accurately 
what the average number of men 
would be for the year and that it 
would be unsafe to provide for less 
than would be needed. 

“T am not asking for any increase 
in the permanent military establish- 
ment,” the secretary said, ‘‘all I am 
asking for is sufficient money to 
provide for an army of 509,000. The 
question of adopting legislation pro- 
viding for an increase in the per- 
manent army is a question which 
congress can take up later. The 
great need now is quick action on 
the appropriation bill.” 

Uncompleted War Projects. 

The war department’s policy to- 
ward uncompleted war projects was 
termed by the secretary “of the 
greatest importance to the coun- 
ey.” 

“We have proceeded generally on 
the theory that since the money was 
appropriated for emergency uses, it 
should not be spent on projects 
which could be left to the future,” 
said he. “But while the department 
is trying to save as much money as 
can be saved wisely, there are cer- 
tain projects which to complete now 
would be cheapest in the end. It is 
on these matters which the depart- 
ment wishes to consult congress.” 

The secretary referred to Langley 
aviation field as a project which 
should not be completed as origi- 
nally intended. The field had provea 
unsuitable for certain purposes for 
which the air service originally in- 
tended to use, he said, and the de- 
partment had decided that instead 
of spending $7,000,000 or more on 
its completion, it should purchase 
the lands and buildings of the 
Wright aviation field at Dayton, 
Ohio, at a cost of from $2,000,000 to 
$3,000,000. Authorization of 
zress would be needed to do 
he said.

3-5-7 Whitehall 
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Graves of More Than 
50,000 to Be Decorated 
on Memorial Day—Much 
Work Being Done on 
American Cemeteries in 
France. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

Paris, May 29.—(Special Cable 
The Constitution.)—Decoration day 
for the Americans in Europe “this 
year will have a new meaning. More 
than fifty thousand of our soldiers 
are buried on French battlefields 
and there is, perhaps, no detail in 
all American activities since the war 
which will more commend itself to 
the American people than the care 
and thought which have been ex- 
pended in the direction of American 
cemeteries in France. 

On this Decoration day there will 
be opened with appropriate ceremo- 
nies the greatest military cemetery, 
so far as our own country is con- 
cerned, in the very heart of the 
Kriemhilde line at the little town 
of Romagne, memorable for the 
many divisions which fought in the 
Meuse-Argonne battle. There will 
be dedicated a cemetery where tweu- 
ty-six thousand Americans will be 
buried. 

For many months thousands of 
men have been engaged in preparing 
this cemetery. In the great Meuse- 
Argonne battle of last year, which 
was fought over an area of nearly 
a thousand square miles, nearly thir- 
ty thousand Americans were killed 
or subsequently died of wounds. 
They were buried hastily on the 
field of honor, and one may still 
find scattered over all this country 
American graves. Going the other 
day from Stenay to Varrennes, across 
many miles of American front, 1 
saw scores and scores of these scat- 
tered graves, one of the clear evi- 
dences of our victory, and of sacri- 
fice. 

Concentrating American Dead. 

After the fighting was over, the 
army* adopted the wise policy of 
concentrating its dead and in the 
little town of Romagne preparations 
were made for gathering all Amer- 
icans who had fallen over the really 
vast area between the Argonne and 
the Meuse. Within a few months 
the task will be completed and on 
a pleasant hillside on the ground 
which they won, and in the midst of 
what was for America the greatest 
battle in her history, twenty-six 
thousand soldiers will be buried. 

But this is only one of our military 
cemeteries. Yesterday I visited an- 
other in the center of the Hinden- 
burg line, where are buried men of 
the 27th and 30th divisions, who, 
with the British and the Australians 
shared honorably in the glorious 
Success of September 29, when the 
Hindenburg line was broken in no 
Ssinall part by the courage and de- 
votion of the 27th and 30th divisions. 
This cemetery, which will contain 
three thousand bodies, the price to 
us Of this victory, lies east of Peron- 
ne, not far from the ruined town 
of Le Catelet, and the equally de- 
stroyed village of Bonry. 

There remain two other fields 
where American soldiers fought and 
died in considerable numbers, that 
of the Chateau-Thierry fighting, and 
of the St. Mihiel salient. At the 
present moment nearly ten thousand 
American soldiers are buried in sev- 
eral score of little cemeteries all 
the way from Chateau-Thierry to 
Fismes. Around Belleau wood alone 
there are at least six clear evidences 
of how desperate was the battle and 
how great the cost of victory. 

The little cemeteries are admirably 
kept, individual graves being 
marked with wooden crosses, and 
are fenced. At Seringes, memora- 
ble with Cierges and Sergyv for 
some of the most desperate fighting 
in the Chateau-Thierry time, there 
is another American cemetery, and 
in the same way American grave- 


vards are scattered over the St. 
Mihiel salient. . 


All Graves to Be Decorated. 


On this Decoration day Rabagne

be decorated. At a later time I 
believe the dead who fell in the 5Bt. 
Mihiel and Chateau-Thierry salient 
are to be gathered in two central 
cemeteries, like that of Romagne. 

In making the cemetery at Ro- 
magne the work has included not 
merely the moving of twenty-six 
thousand bodies, but also the task of 
identifying many hastily buried 
where they fell in the press of bat- 
tle. Almost without exception, 
thanks to the devotion of the offi- 
cers engaged in the task, identifica- 
tion has been made, and for all the 
future, the graves of these men will 
be marked. 

Romagne cemetery in the future, 
like those in St. Mihiel and in Cha- 
teau-Thierry, will be a _ place of 
American pilgrimages. Today, one 
can reach these American cemeteries 
only by car, but in all areas where 
American soldiers fought and fell, 
American units are stationed and 
are working carefully and success- 
fully. Neither the French nor the 
British, in the main, because of the 
greatness of their task by compari- 
son, have yet been able to spare men 
for making their graveyards, and so 
the care of the graves of the sol- 
diers who fell had in a verv large 
degree fallen upon the people of 
the regions in which the fighting 
took place. And all over France, 
no matter how devastated the region, 
one will find American, British and 
French graves cared for with equal 
tenderness by the people of the 
countryside. 


Hope of Americans. 


It is the plan and hope of Ameri- 
cans in France that no grave of an 
American soldier will remain undec- 
orated on this Memorial dav. Thanks 
to the French peasants, this result 
will probably be achieved. But I 
know of no more moving or pers 
haps saddening impression than one 
may still have riding along the re- 
mote roads of the Argonne and 
Meuse country and seeing on the 
hillsides the scattered graves of so 
many of our soldiers. There is a 
certain loneliness almost impossible 
to describe, a loneliness which, in 
a sense, has been the portion of the 
American soldier in Europe from the 
beginning—a loneliness shared only 
by the Australians and Canadians. 
It will be, of course, impossible now 
or hereafter to reproduce in France 
the moving ceremony which takes 
place in every American city and vil- 
lage on Decoration day, and vet on 
this Decoration day, at least, 
American dead in France are not 
to be forgotten, and for the future, 
they are to sleep in cemeteries which 
will have all of the appeal and 
something of the beauty of Arling- 
ton.

Chicago, May 29.—*lembers of the 
democratic national committee 
closed a two-day session tonight by 
adopting a declaration offered by 
P. H. Quinn, national committee- 
man from Rhode Island, reviewing 
the achievements of President Wil- 
son and the democratic congress 
and urging support of all independ- 
ent and progressive voters in the 
1920 campaign to perpetuate those 
policies. 

Text of Resolution. 

The statement, after mentioning 
the constructive and progressive 
legislation passed bythe last demo- 
cratic congress, approves President 
Wilson’s conduct of the war and 
concludes as follows: 

“Within twenty years our iation, 
under a republican administrtion, 
conducted a foreign war. The rec- 
ord of that party in that war is 
still a matter of current reading 
and of public discussion. No Amer- 
ican president, with the possible ex- 


ception of Abraham Lincoln, was 
ever so persistently, purposely and 
in many instances maliciously mis- 
represented and maligned, as our 
great leader has been,“and we be- 
lieve that as he parallels Lincoln in 
that respect, so will the future his-| 
tory of our country view his accom- 
plishments with the same high es- 
teem as those of the great eman- 
cipator. 

“As the first national political or- 
ganization to record itself in favor 
of woman suffrage, and as the first 
to welcome the women into full 
participation in party councils, we 
deplore and condemn the dilatory | 
tactics of the republican party in.)

The Constitution presents this 
morning a strikingly vivid account 
of the wreck of the ill-fated NC-3, 
written by Commander John H. 
Towers; under whose guidance, after 
having been battered by the wind 
and the waves, the seaplane made 
the harbor of Ponta Delgada, 
Azores, without outside assistance. 

A brief outline of the remark- 
able trip has already been printed. 
The following narrative was writ- 
ten for The Constitution by the 
commander as he was being con- 
veyed from Ponta Delgada to Lis- 
bon on a destroyer. He filed it at 
the cable office as soon as he reach- 
ed London, 


By Com. John H. Towers, 

Lisbon, May 27.—I have previous- 
ly written a general] account of the 
flight of the NC-3. The purpose of 
this article is to recount some of 
the experiences of that flight which 
are of a rather remarkable nature. 

As is known, the three seaplanes 
left Trepassey bay late in the after- 
noon of May 16. They stayed to- 
gether until early in the morning of 
the 17th, when the flagship NC-3, 
which I commanded, lost sight of 
the other two. On account or the 
failure of the lights illuminating 
the instrument board it had become 
necessary to go above the clouds 
to get the benefit of the moon- 
light. 

Salling Over Sea of Snow. 

It was beautiful up there; 
sailing over a of snow. And 
through occasional rifts in the 
clouds we could see the 1 and 4 
below. us, one on one side and one 
on the other. The star shells from 
the destroyers exploded above the 
clouds, so there was no difficulty 
about keeping on our course. 
dawn began to break, how- 
conditions changed. The de- 
stroyers stopped firing star shells 
and the°clouds got thicker and 
blacker. For these reasons we de- 
cided to go down through the clouds 
as soon as possible. This was when 
we were about 
Newfoundland. 

I telephoned to the pilots and 
when a small hole through the 
clouds appeared ahead we plunged 
down and through, to try and locate 
NC-14 destroyer. I knew that ac- 
cording to the atmospheric laws the 
winds up high were more from the 
north, and had been making an al- 
lowance for this, but, of course, 
there was no way of telling how 
much allowance to make. 

The weather got worse instead of 
better, with fog and rain and oc- 
casiona!l high winds, and this con- 
tinued for five hours. The pilots 
fought doggedly, and any one who 
has flown in the rain can imagine 
what five hours of it, combined with 
the fog, coming on top of ten hours’ 
night flying, must have been.

Fight With Crushing Seas. 


After pumping out the boat thor- 
oughly, Moore and I took the hose 
off the pump and connected it up 
with the center oil tank to pour 
oil overboard to smooth the seas. 
This did a considerable amount of 
good, but we drifted away from 
our oil too fast. 

Lavender intercepted messages 
directing all available destroyers to 
search for us between station ships 
16 and 18. As we were ‘opposite 
station ship No. 23 this was dis- 
heartening. 

The seaplane, about this time, be- 
gan to break up. First the left 
lower wing caught a big sea which 
broke all the ribs and then the tail 
went under and broke the lower ele- 
vator.

Finally Get Bearings. 

It was necessary to pump every 
minute. Just at noon the air clear- 
ed and I got a meridian altitude of 
the sun, which, applied to my earlier 
observations and the estimated 
drift, showed that we were 45 miles 
south by east of Pico, the highest 
mountain of the Azores. Richard- 
son spotted the dim outline of 
mountains through the clouds. Some 
of the crew wanted to take a 
chance and try to taxi to the land, 
but it was decided that this was im- 
practicable. 

The wind shifted more to the 
northwest and began to blow away 
from the land. The outlook then 
was very blue indeed. We put out 
our big sea anchor, but it had been 
made by some one who knew little 
about the force of the sea, for it 
tore to pieces at once. Then we put 
the buckets over again. 

Night began to come on once 
more, and although we had not dis- 
cussed the subject, none of us ex- 
pected to live through the night. 
The high wind was still blowing 
and the seas were enormous. The 
water was nearly two feet deep in 
the hull. 

Clouds Decrease at Last. 


The morning of the 19th was a 
little clearer and I got some good 
Sights of Arcturus and the moon in 
the early hours which fixed our 
position. Then I told the pilots to 
try to steer a certain course which 
would bring us near San Miguel 
(St. Michael). It was considerably 
off the wind, but by a careful opera- 
tion of the controls we found that 
we could work gradually to the 
northward. 

At 9:30 an observation showed we 
were making good the course of 
San Miguel. I had been measuring 
our speed by having wreckage 
thrown over the stern of the boat, 
and, knowing the length of the boat, 
timing it until] it reached the, bow, 
then working out the result, three 
miles per hour. 

We lost our séa anchor, but rig- 
ged another from parts of the wings 
with wire. At 10:21 Moore sighted 
land astern at a distance, which, ac- 
cording to my navigation, should 
have been 45 miles. It was San 
Miguel. The effect on all hands was 
astonishing. After two days with- 
out having any sien of a vessel and 
expecting to go down at any min- 
ute, to have land in sight. 

Reverse Help Signal, 

Tt was still rough and we did 
not know if the old wreck would 
hold together long enough to make 
shore. But there was hope. We con- 
tinued to pump, with a different 
spirit.

. . »« The only tax for roads is for 
the patching up of bad roads, which 
is usually a complete waste and 
only perpetuates the mud, dust 
and other obstacles of democratic 
comfort.”

ALLIED PEACE TERMS 
ANALYZED BY HARDEN 


He Says There Is 20 Per 
Cent Pure Lust for Re- 
venge and 20 Per Cent 
Due to Ill Feeling of a 
Competitor.

Berlin, May 29.—When the snow 
masses heaped in Purope by the bliz- 
zard of the struggle for power shall 
once have melted, history will book 
as principal events of the world war 
the modern passing of two peoples 
hardly noticed today—the disinte- 
gration of the Hapsburg dual mon- 
archy, and the hurling back of the 
Turks into their own former Asiatic 
homes, 

The empires of the Hapsburgs and 
of the Ottomans were, according to 
Bismarck, the abscesses of Europe. 
Since 1864 the cause of all wars 
lay in those countries, including the 
war of 1870, As the crowds cried 
on the Paris boulevards for revenge 
for Sadowa, so did the ministers 
and the generals of Louis Napoleon 
wish to wrest again from the feared 
Prussians their barely won prepond- 
erance in Germany. 

In the Old Austria. 

In the old Austria lived a finely 
cultivated and lovable people, bless- 
ed by the Muses and the Graces. Be- 
sides them sprung up as political 
partners a race of people hot in 
blood and impulses, who tugged and 
fretted like thoroughbreds when 
the reins of restraint were applied 
to them. By this unhappy mating 
the old Czechish Bohemia was forg- 
ed into a German province, the Jugo- 
Slay race was robbed of room for 
its roots and deprived of the warm- 
ing sun, the Italians were denied 
the cultivation of civic and cultural 
life. 

Only Polish Galicia was favored, 
because its political manipulators 
looked out for comfortable majori- 


ties in the reich$rat, tied themselves | 


to the Austro-Germans in Russo- 
phoby and flattered every whim of 
the kaiser family. 
Hungary Oppressed Neighbors.

tyranny of its rulers, 
the Croats and Rumanians within its 
own borders and not permitting even 
in Austria a just policy toward the 
Slavs. 

In order that Serbia might remain 
weak and unattractive either for 
the orthodox brothers in Bosnia, the 
Roman Croats or Catholic Serbs, the 
Magyars barred its access to the 
sea and ‘manipulated the products 
of its agriculture and of its cattle 
industry into markets in which it 
could not compete with the large 
landowners and hog-raisers of Hun- 
gary. 

Austria was thrown out of Pied- 
mont by Italy, out of Germany by 
Prussia and out of its position as 
the first power in the Balkans by 
bloodity tortured Serbia. Every- 
where the treachery and corruption 
of its system of government hada 
brought to it hatred. In order to 
frustrate the embrace of the Adriatic 
by its ally Italy, it trickily circum- 
vented the alliance, forbade the self- 
willed assertion of power in the 
Balkan sphere, and then broke Into 
howls of rage over the Roman 
breach of faith. 

Austria Died in Intrigue. 

In order, through Serbia’s body, to 
etrike at Russia, as a great rival, it 
drove its people, the finest in crea- 
tive strength in music, art, litera- 
ture and science, like a horde of 
will-less slaves, into a fight against 
their religiously and nationally close 
relatives, and then avenged their 
natural resistance against this 
shameful misuse of power with the 
gallows and the musket against fa- 
thers, sons, Wives and children. 

As a league of states, on the Amer- 
ican or Swiss model, in which each 
member of the body of the empire 
had freedom of activity and each 
people retained its language, Aus- 
tria-Hungary might have become 
both sower and reaper in the field 
of civilization. In the dry rot of 
airless, thick-curtained intrigue, the 
national policy and system died, hav- 
ing been hardly altered from Buest 
to Czernin. ?

It will appear to our grand- 
children only as one of the dark 
atrocities from a chapter of the 
Thousand and One Nights. 

Kaisers Were Servants, 

The abscess of Europe has burst. 
Our Orient is rid of pus. A way to 
the sea has been opened to the 
Serbs. The Hellenes, the new Ro- 
mans, the Armenians again have 
their farms, their grazing grounds, 
their workshops, markets, wharves, 
harbors and hinterland. And the 
Mongolian Magyars and  Bulgars, 
possessors of estates, who might 
have helped the peasants and have 
been helped by them in community 
of interest, are now in modest adap- 
tation to the Cosmos, in a state of 
pure morality, forced incommunism.

Meanwhile the Prussian militarists 
had become mobile. They swore that 
the “singreisune” (encircling) policy 
had not a defensive but an offensive 
object and that the triple entente 
wished to attack and crush Ger- 
many: that from year to year it 
would wax stronger. 

Must Cut Loose. 


Since the militaristic brain con- 
siders statesmanship merely a mat- 
ter of phraseology, and has never 
learned to believe that an uncom- 
fortable situation can be bettered 
by political or spiritual means 
without sword stroke and cannon 
roar, therefore honest patriotism 
would be lost unless one cut loose 
before the superior strength of the 
enemy became unbreakable. 

The kaiser? If one tells him that 
without the sharpest emphasis of 
solidarity of all dynastic interests 
revolution cannot be forestalled, and 
that the whole business is meant 
— for show, the kaiser will stand 
y.

Play-Acting for Kaiser. 

It was play-acting for the kaiser, 
in the same class as the bright idea 
of having proclamations printed in 
Tokio, urging the Japanese to incite 
India against England; and of a 
piece also with the blindness which 
made dead earnestness out of a jest 
of an American who said at German 
great headquarters that only an al- 
liance of Japan with Mexico could 
become dangerous for America; and 
which suggested to Secretary of 
State Zimmermann the lowdown and 
ridiculous message to Carranza, 
which unquestionably and inevit- 
ably did more to hurt the German 
empire in America, the land of po- 
litical fair trade, than even sub- 
marine warfare. 

Great Britain, which, as Lord 
Curzon rightly said, could not hold 
India against the will of 60,000,000 
or 70,000,000 Mohammedans, saw 
more than the gesture of a comedian 
in the attempt to outbid it in the 
Islam world and in the plan to use 
the rails of Bagdad for a’*’dry way 
into India. 

All for naught; love’s labor lost. 
Relations with the-western powers 
completely spoiled via Turkey; Rus- 
sia thrown into chaos, 
priving eastern Germany of its main 
market, and the two living corpses 
for whose realization Germany took 
up arms ripe for final burial. 

“Never Suspected Outcome.” 

This outcome the Potsdam council 
neved suspected as, on July 6, 1914, 
it decided to begin military prepara- 
tions for a war which seemed “in- 
evitable’’ to honest militarists, be- 
cause the Franco-Anglo-Russian 
pool formed a dam against German 
expansion. 

Otto H. Kahn, the well-known 
New York financier, wrote to a Ber- 
lin friend in the first year of the 
war: 

“You did not make the possessors 
of inherited advantages your ene- 
mies by successful competition with 
them, although that fact was sure to 
be mighty uncomfortable for them, 
and they had finally discounted it; 
but because you spoke in-such a 
manner, wrote, acted and painted 
such pictures of the future before 
their eyes that they became deeply 
anxious and frightened. 

“Not envy and hate, as you sup- 
pose, but the much stronger mo- 
tives of fear and the instinct of self- 
preservation have united your ene- 
mies against you.” 

Treaty 20 Per Cent Revenge. 

No unprejudiced person can now 
contradict this truth. Versailles 


of it is the inevitable consequence 
of so long a war, waged with such 
violence; 20 per cent is lust for re- 
venge and 20 per cent must be 
booked to the ill feeling of the com- 
petitor who exploits the opportunity 
of the day of judgment to cut off 
all rivals from foreign commercial 
connections. ‘ 

Men who share the blame for the 
war and who are still governing 
in Germany endeavor, in order to 
conceal their own blame from their 
partisans, to persuade the people 
that the whole bill is only the re- 
sult of enemy treachery. That is 
false, a base lie, and criminal dem- 
agoruery. 

Yet, would not the bill be more 
presentable, the way into the league 
of nations cleaner and lighter, and 
the dignity of the world better pre- 
served, if the judges made up their 
minds to cross from the bill the 
items demanded by lust for revenege 
and by ill will for business compet- 
itors? , 

“Deserve to Be Trusted.” 

Hundreds of thousands of Berlin 
workingmen, independent socialists, 
a colossal army with gnawing 


stomachs, have manifested a will to- 


atone for everything. These people 
déserve to be trusted, even if the un- 
clean government of a day may not, 
and they can recover only in and 
through a world of trust. 

We are rid of Europe’s abscess and 
its pus. The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner near us in the Orient, will be- 
come a European flag. The gush- 
ing world spring of humanity, as 
President Wilson’s noble soul 
stressed it, may became a reality. 

Shall Germany’s young instinct for 
the worthy solidarity of humanity 
now freeze in solitary coldness? 

Shall the sins of the fathers, of 
the princes and courtiers, be avenged 
on the innocent, or at least on the 
penitent? 

Shall a league of nations remain

GARNISHMENT BARRED 
ON RAILROAD WAGES 


Wages of railroad employees are 
not subject to garnishment accord- 
ing to a decision rendered Thurs- 
day in the Fulton county superior 
court by Judge John T. Pendleton, 
who held that such procedure is 
against public policy since railroad 
employees are employees of the 
United States government. 

Judge Pendleton’s ruling was 
handed down in the case of Gray 
against Spann and Georgia railroad 
as garnishee, and reverses a deci- 
cision of the municipal] court of At- 
lanta. This ruling is regarded by 
attorneys as of especial signiiicance 
in Georgia since the recent action 
of the director general of railroads 
in rescinding General Order No. 43, 
which leaves the garnishment of 
wages of railroad employees to be 
governed by the present act of con- 
gress now in force and to the state 
statutes where applicable. The de- 
cision, however, was not based on 
the orders of the director general, 
and this feature did not enter into 
the consideration of the case. 

Gray obtained judgment against 
Spann in the municipal court and 
had garnishment served by sum- 
mons on the Georgia railroad. The 
Georgia railroad filed an answer set- 
ting up the claim that wages due 
employees of that road were due 
them as employees of the federal 
scvernment and therefore not sub- 
ject to garnishment. Upon a tra- 
verse of this answer in the munici- 
pal court it was held that wages 
were subject to garnishment, and 
Judge Pendleton’s ruling from the 
superior court bench is the result 
of the action of the Georgia rail- 
road in taking the case before him 
on certiorari. 


MAJOR BALLENGER 
GIVEN DISCHARGE 
AND RETURNS HOME 


Major E. G..Ballenger, who went 
into Uncle Sam’s ‘‘overseas”’ service 
with Atlanta’s organization, the Em- 
ory hospital unit, has arrived at his 
home in this city after having re- 
ceived his discharge at Camp Dix, 
N. J. Major Ballenger is one of 
the most prominent physicians in 
Atlanta, and he will resume his pro- 
fessional work at once. 

Dr. Ballenger left Atlanta with the 
Emory unit, but in a shorttime was 
detached from that organization, be- 
ing sent to the 26th division. He 
saw service on the front for many 
months, and was in the lines at 
Verdun when the armistice was 
signed. Afterwards Dr. Ballenger 
was transferred to the 7th corps, 
and served as neurologist for that 
organization until his return to 
America a few days ago on the 
steamship Victoria. 

In speaking of his experiences in 
Germany, where he was stationed 
at many points with the army of 
occupation, Dr. Ballenger said he 
had traveled over Germany to a 
large extent, visiting among other 
cities Coblenz and Treves, where 
many of the American boys are 
serving. 

“Upon arriving in New York,” said 
Dr. Ballenger, ‘“‘many people asked 
me regarding the popularity of 
President Wilson among the na- 
tions represented at Paris, and m°n»” 
of them hav an idea that the pres- 
ident’s lack of popularity was at- 
tributable to his personality, or to 
his failing to measure up to the 
right standard, but thinking people 
who have been on the ground ~°--j- 
ly recognize that whatever unpopu- 
larity our president suffers among 
the European nations is not from 
his failing to do the right thing for 
the common good of the world, but 
because he listens neither to Franc:>, 
England, Italy or Germany, but 
steers a course that bodes good for 
all peoples. 

“We should not judge President 
Wilson’s work at the peace confer- 
ence by his popularity, or his lack 
of it among the nations gathered 
at the peace table,” said Major Bal- 
lenger.

If in that group of girls one meets every day coming from all direc- | 
tions between the hours of 2 and 3 each afternoon, there is a lack of the 
same puoyancy one expects from girls of the school girl age, let it be. 
understood that there is a most important question which must be de- 
cided by them, in selecting a course in the Atlanta girls’ high school. 
Young and carefree as they all should be, and as long as one would lift 
from them the cares which come with personal responsibility, the time 
has come when they must decide a question upon which may depend the 
future career of each and every one of them. 

Whatever may be the choice of every girl as to what she would 
like to be; what kind of life she would like to pursue, it is up to her to 
decide what line she will undertake in order to prepare for that career, | 
whatever it is. 

“How does a girl know?,” the more sophisticated may ask. 

“She scarcely can decide.” 

That is one of the tragedies of life—that girls must decide some 
things for themselves. They may not be equipped to decide all by 
themselves, but some expresssion of theirs is necessary, even before | 
others can help them. It is a very delicate situation, and involves to 
the greatest degree parental responsibility, and the teacher’s guidance. 

The natural career before every girl is that she will some day | 
marry; have a home of her own over which she should be able to pre- | 
side, with some knowledge of how to do it. But as she enters the high 
school where she is to have a training to prepare her for life to follow, | 
it is not always possible to decide what time she is to marry, and how, | 
if she is dependent, she can care for herself before somebody else does 
it, or if she decides to prepare herself for a career, whether or not she 
marries, there is still a course of preparation she can have in either | 
event. 

The parents have a better opportunity than any others-to know 
what the talents, tastes and aspirations of their children are. They | 
should know better than anyone else what is before those children, | 
whether or not they are not necessarily to become dependent upon their 
own resources, therefore their responsibilities, in helping the daughters | 

wt” decide on their course of preparation.

Washington, May 29.—Plans for 
the inauguration of a permit system 
to control the movement of this 
year’s mammoth grain crop, an- 
nounced today by the railroad ad-

In Commission Rates 
On CottonE xchange 


New York, May 29.—lIncreases in 
rates of commissions for cotton soid 
on the New York cotton exchange 
were approved today by the board 
of managers and the members will 
vote on the amendment on June 9. 

Under the new plan a commission 
of $10 would be charged for each 
100 bales sold at less than 13.01 
eents a pound, when the transaction 
is made for any person other than 
an exchange member; $12.50 per 
100 bales when price ranges from 
13.01 to 25 cents a pound; and an 
additional $2.50 for each 100 bales 
for each range of 5 cents a pound 
above 25 cents a pound. Rates of 
exchange members would be half of 
those charged to non-members. Non- 
members residing outside of the 
United States and Canada would be 
charged an extra $2.50 for each 100 
bales, and members residing out- 
side those two countries $1.25. Oth- 
er new regulations of minor chare- 
acter are provided. 


Vegetable and Fruit 
Prices Tend Downward 
With Increased Supply 


Following is the United States bureau of 
markets weekly review of fruits and vece- 
tables: 

(Prices to jobbers and shipments for the 
United States for the period of May 20 to 
26, 1919, inclusive.) 

Recoveries of the preceding week have 
been followed by irregular and rather weak 
tendency in leading lines of vegetables ow- 
ing apparently to heavy supplies in sight. 
Potatoes, onions and strawberries followed 
no uniform trend; cabbage, tomatoes and 
string beans declined. Lettuce and cucum- 
bers advanced. Shipments increased in most 
lines, gains including potatoes, tomatoes 
and most lines of fresh produce. Several 
new lines appeared including peaches and 
watermelons. Decreased shipments occurred 
in onions, cabbage and celery. Total ship- 
ments 8.234 compared with 7,591 last week 
and 8,426 a year ego, as compared with a 
year ago the most notable contrasts are the 
heavy volume of old potatoes and the light- 
er movement of new potatoes, cabbage, 
strawberries and peaches.

Asheville, N. C.. May £3.—A defi- 
nite program of Americanization to 
be conducted by members of the 
General Federation of Woran’s

Hiamilton Holt, vice president of 
the League to Enforce Peace, was 
the principal speaker at the night 
session. His subject was “The 
League of Nations.” ‘“Woman’s Re- 
lations to the League of Nations” 
was discussed by Mrs. Philip N.

Giving an example of the worth of 
apartment house investments, Mr. 
Banks declared that many of the 
apartment houses of Atlanta had 
been financed by bond issues, which 
had been floated in all parts of this 
country and even in foreign coun- 
tries at 6 and 7 per cent interest. 

Five Thousand Homes Needed. 

“The need for homes,” he de- 
clared, “homes of the moderate kind, 
in which we are all most interested, 
is so great in Atlanta that 6,000 
such buildings are demanded right 
now.” He then advised those who 
need homes, or other buildings to 
go right ahead with the work, not 
waiting for a decrease in prices, or 
labor, which he said would not come 
for some time. 

The difficulty of finding a ready 
market for real estate paper at 
moderate rates, which he said con- 
fronts the real estate men in build- 
ing moderate priced homes, could 
be eliminated by the organization of 
a financial institution large enough 
to take care of the long-term notes 
at a reasonable rate of interest. 
“First mortgages, as a rule, prove 
good investments,” he declared, “but 
commercial institutions are unable 
to buy them as they can deal in 
short term papers and papers based 
upon more liquid assets. Personally 
J would be glad to see an institution 
organized for this particular purpose 
in-Atlanta that would be large 
enough to buy at a fair rate of dis- 
count this kind of paper, and I 
believe it would stimulate the build- 
ing of moderate priced homes,” Mr. 
Banks was roundly applauded by 
the realty men, indicating their ap- 
proval of the plan offered by the 
banker. |

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DISSOLUTION COMING 
FORTHE. M. MARINECO 


New York, May 29.—The Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine @ompany, 
the greatest shipping combine or- 
ganized by the late J. P. Morgan, 
will be dissolved if the stockholders 
at their meeting next month ap- 
prove the proposal to sell to a British 
syndicate the British owned ships 
and assets of the corporation. It is 
then proposed to distribute all the 
assets of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine among the stockholders. 

At a special meeting of the direc- 
tors of the mercantile marine com- 
pany today, the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

“That it is the sense of the board 
that in case the proposed sale of the 
British assets should be approv- 
ed by the stockholders and the 
sale carried out the International 
Merchant Marine company should 
be dissolved and its assets distrib- 
uted among stockholdiers. 

“That such distribution should be 
effected by a distribution in kind of 
the stock and share lien certificates 
of the International Navigation com- 
pany, Limited (which represents the 
British assets) and by a sale of the 
American assets and a distribution 
of the proceeds thereof.” 

That the stockholders who will 
hold a special meeting June 16, will 
approve the sale is considered a 
foregone conclusion. The liquida- 
tion of the company will involve 
the payment of about $39,000,000 in 
outstanding 6 per cent bonds of the 
company due in 1941 but subject to 
call at 119. 

After the sale of the British ton- 
nage, approximating 750,000 tons, for 
which about $125,000,000 will be 
paid, the company will have left to 
dispose of six liners operated by 
the American line, two under the 
Belgian flag and three of the At- 
lantic Transport company, an Amer- 
ican corporation. 

,. . S. Franklin, president of 
the company, refused to discuss the 
question as to whether a purchaser 
had been found for these ships, or 
as to whether it was proposed to 
organize a new company with these 
ships as a nucleus. 

From time to time there have 
been reports that the American in- 
terests in the international mercan- 
tile marine and other strong Amcr- 
ican interests contemplated creation 
of a great shipping concern to trade 
throughout the world, exclusively 
under the Ameriacn flag. 

The International Mercantile Ma- 
rine company was organized in 1902.

GREAT GAS CLOUD 
SEEN GATHERING 
ON EDGE OF SUN 


Chicago, May 29.—Announcement 
of an unusual celestial phenomenon, 
an enormous cloud of gas gathering 
on the eastern edge of the sun, was 
made from the Yerkes observatory of 
the University of Chicago today. It 
was announced in connection with 
the total eclipse of the sun at 8 a. m. 
today, central time, which was vis!- 
ble in Brazil and Equatorial Africa. 
The gas cloud, said Professor E. B. 
Frost, of the Yerkes observatory, 
must have caused a brilliant spec- 
tacle where the total eclipse was 
visible. 

This cloud was first observed two 
days ago. It has grown to one of 
the largest of its kind ever observed 
at Yerkes, where it is said to be now 
entirely detached from the sun and 
to extend for about 340,000 miles in 
an are along the sun’s edge, probably 
125,000 miles away from the edge. 
The distance from the sun to the 
top of the cloud is estimated at 200,- 
000 miles, 

A sun spot is becoming visible 
beneath the cloud on the sun’s edge.
